TJCFF  mark  rose  to  3-2.

All-American  halfback  Linzy  Cole  rushed  for  a  touchdown  and  threw  for  another  to 
lead  Henderson  County  to  the  TJCFF  championship  and  20-3  revenge  for  Tyler's 
earlier  win.  Cole  was  held  down  statistically,  but  he  made  the  big  plays  to  drop  Tyler 
to  a  3-3  conference  record  and  6-3  season  mark.  Clinton  Hill  gave  the  Apaches  a  3-0 
lead  early  in  the  second  quarter  with  a  38-yard  field  goal,  but  Henderson  County  'led 
12-3  by  the  end  of  the  first  half.  The  game  site  was  Athens'  Bruce  Field. 


Lindsey  Tames  Oklahomans,  26-3 


Tyler  took  time  out  from  conference  action  to  blister  the  Cameron  Aggies  of  Lawton, 
Okla.  in  Rose  Stadium,  26-3,  completing  a  two-game  sweep  of  out-of-state  competi- 
tion. Fullback  Charles  Lindsey,  destined  for  first-team  all-conference  honors,  rushed 
for  227  yards  and  scored  all  four  touchdowns.  He  scored  from  3,  52,  7  and  78 
yards  out.  Another  freshman,  tailback  Glynn  Seeton,  gained  120  yards.  Tyler  im- 
proved to  a  7-3  record,  equalling  Coach  Babe  Hallmark's  best  season  as  the  Tribe's 
chief  coach.

A  Year  of  Victory  Streaks 


For  Tyler's  Apaches,  1968  was  a  year  of  victory  streaks 
and  successfully  defended  championships.  Floyd  Wag- 
staff's  Warriors  swept  their  third  consecutive  Region  XIV 
North  Zone  Tournament  while  finishing  with  a  32-4  rec- 
ord and  were  ranked  No.  3  in  the  nation.  Next  step 
was  the  zone  playoff  with  San  Jacinto's  Ravens  for  a  trip 
to  the  National  Tournament  in  Hutchinson,  Kan.,  and 
San  Jac  whipped  the  Tribe  in  a  best-of-three  series  after 
losing  100-91  in  the  first  contest  at  Tyler.  Tyler  powered 
through  the  Texas  Eastern  Conference  with  a  perfect 
13-0  record,  marking  the  second  consecutive  undefeated 
TEC  season  for  Tyler.  The  Apaches  extended  a  string  of 
consecutive  wins  over  TEC  opponents  to  37  and  were 
20-0  at  home.  Tyler  demolished  arch-rival  Kilgore  125-85 
to  win  the  Zone  title,  with  freshman  guard  Poo  Welch 
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thought,  by  a  Tyler  player.  After  losing  to  San  Jacintu 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  the  Apaches  won  26  in  a 
row.  Welch's  absence  with  the  flu  and  a  frigid  first-half 
shooting  percentage  against  the  Texas  A&M  Freshmen 
combined  to  defeat  Tyler,  73-71,  in  overtime  to  end  the 
streak.  Jim  Brooks,  6-7  sophomore  post  and  forward, 
paced  Apache  starters  with  27  points  per  game.  Welch 
averaged  21,  6-6  Jesse  Marshall  16,  6-5  freshman  Willie 
Chatman  13  and  6-6  sophomore  Harvey  Huffstetler  12. 
The  Apaches  played  the  first  game  ever  in  the  Astro- 
dome, beating  the  Houston  freshmen  101-85  before 
Houston's  varsity  whipped  UCLA.  Brooks  and  Welch  we-e 
the  only  two  unanimous  selections  to  the  All-Texas  Eastern 
Conference  team.  Marshall  made  the  second  unit  and 
Huffstetler  the  third  squad.  155

Poo  Gets  Things  Done 


Fantastic  freshman  Poo  Welch  came  to  the  Apaches  from  Lake  Charles, 
La.,  and  made  the  Tyler  team  go.  In  upper  left,  the  6-3  playmaker 
fires  a  jumper  in  a  95-86  victory  over  Kilgore  at  the  TJC  Field- 
house.  Jack  Ledbetter  tries  to  defend  and  Bob  Villani  starts  in  for 
a  possible  rebound.  Above,  Welch  ends  one  of  his  frequent  drivfs 
down  the  lane  with  one  of  his  frequent  assists,  the  pass  hitting  Willie 
Chatman  coming  in  from  the  right  side.  Poo  controlled  the  ball  well 
at  all  times,  as  shown  at  left  against  a  foul  from  Houston  frosh  Lionel 
Dotson.

Wait- 
ing for  this  particular  rebound  to  carom  the  other  way 
were  Jesse  Marshall  (54),  Jim  Brooks  and  Harvey  Huff- 
stetler  (44).  Chatman,  a  6-5er  from  Galveston,  often  hit 
20  points  plus  for  the  Tribe.
